Agnew. 
Those Infernal M achines A rrest of T heir 
M aker. 
P eo ria (111.), August 2d.—P. W. Crowe, 
who haR been so prominently connected with 
the infernal machines, was arrested here at 
noon to-day by a Deputy United States Mar­ 
shal on orders of Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh. Bail was immediately tendered in 
the sum of 810,000, but was refus d until his 
hearing before the United States Court 
iu Chicago. Crowe, with his bondsmen 
and the Marsha], left for Chicago at 
10 o’clock last night. Crowe takes matters 
easy, and aaya be has disposed of his affairs 
here and is now going to devote the rest of 
his life to the cause rf Irish freedom. He 
intended going through the country raising 
an army. It is understood that he is ar­ 
rested for a violation of the navigation laws, 
and will be held on that charge. One of the 
machines made at O’Rourke’s foundry on 
South Washington street is on exhibition at 
the Journal othce. 
(SECOND DISPATCH. | 
P eo ria, August 2d.—A reporter inter­ 
viewed P. W. Crowe, the gaoolino lamp con­ 
tractor here, who is connei ted with the in­ 
fernal machine matter. Peoria has always 
been the head of the Fenian agitation here, 
and Crowe is one of the most desperate 
agitators. He is a man of small s'ature, dark, 
int-Uectual countenance, and talked compos 
edly as on ordinary topics. Crowe produced 
a letter from George Holgate, dated Phila­ 
delphia, August SI, 1880, setting forth that 
Mr. Holgate owned the McClintock torpedo 
boat, which did such terrible execution 
during the rebellion, and that he had been 
conducting experiiiit-Dts with it under water, 
which caused McClintock to lose hi» life ; 
that he had refused a proposition from Spain 
for the boat. He claimed that the boat 
would blow up any vessel in the British 
fleet, and could blockade any port regard­ 
less of all men-of-war in the world. 
It would cost about 820,000 to build it, and 
he would place it at Crowe's disposal. He 
claimed 
that 
the 
boat would do 
more good for 
Ireland and bring 
the 
British 
Government to 
terms 
rpiicker than half a million of men. Crowe 
said shortly after the Executive Committee 
of United Irishmen met in New York. Judge 
Brennan of Iowa, Captain G. Spierman of 
New York, James Kenfle cf Providence,, 
Tnomas H. Dwyer of Chicago, O'Donovon 
Rossa and himself were present. They dis­ 
cussed Holgate’a proposition, and the 
scheme of devastating England’s shores, 
but on Crowe's representations they 
decided that it would be too expensive, and 
that they could do better work by depositing 
torpedoes in British ships, which could be 
done for 825 a piece, and which would bring 
England to terms by making It dangerous for 
people to go abroad. They decided to 
take that course. Borne time later the 
United Irishmen aud Fenians 
joined 
hands, in order to execute their plan». They 
were 0,000 strong in the United States and 
Canada. Thero were branches in Toronto, 
Quebec, Montreal and nearly every important 
city in the United States. These iufernal 
machines are being made in every city wbere 
there is a branch of the Order, aud will con­ 
tinue to be made. They are working 
for the good of the “ old sod,” and 
they were 
no 
more 
liable 
than 
are the makers of revolvers and cannon. 
Dynamite was no more vicious than powder, 
and with these weapons tLey could drive 
from the seas their enemy, destroy her 
trade and make a profitable business 
impossible. 
Some people 
would have 
to die. It would be worse than boycotting, 
but war was always cruel, and that war was 
the easiest which went straightest to the 
mark, killed the most in the shortest time, 
and compelled nations to make peace. Tbe 
machines captured in England were mace in 
Peoria. His answers gave the reporter con­ 
fidence in the truth of his statement. 
They were of open interior, in which 'he 
deck-work and explosives were pa-ked. 
The 
clock-work 
operated 
with 
a 
spring, and after 
six days running 
it liberated a hammer something like 
a gun-trigger, which struck a per­ 
cussion cap 
and ignited the charge. 
The charge consists of an ounce rind 
a half of fulminate of silver and a pound and 
a half of dynamite, and would destroy the 
largest block of buildings in the world. The 
whole thing weighed forty-five pounds. 
Any warfare was good enough 
for 
England, who did not conduct an honorable 
warfare herself, and could not expect others 
to do so. If she did not do justice to 
Ireland every English ship would be 
sent to the bottom, until the people 
no loDger dared to embark in them. 
Every Government building would bs tern 
down, and a system of terrorism be­ 
gun, He claims that there are many of these 
dread machines alraady completed in France, 
in charge of trustworthy patriots, who would 
use them quite freely. They had already 
gently warned the British, had destroyed 
the Manchester Postoffice and the Victoria 
docks, with a loss of 85,000,000; had exploded 
machines at Salford, Glasgow, London and 
Liverpool, ane had inflicted an aggregate loss 
of £50,000,000. Crowe has an ea-y, dignified 
manner, and was in no way excited at his 
horrible recital. He says the manufacture of 
machines still goes forward here.

IfitrnrU'sSuspension In (lie House of Com­ 
mons. 
New York, August 2J.—The Herald's 
London special has the following account of 
the suspension of Parnell in the House of 
Commons: Justin McCarthy cplled atten­ 
tion to the imprisoned Land Leaguers, ask­ 
ing for an opportunity to present their case 
in Parliament. Mr. Gladstone replied, after 
gouiedelay, thatthe Irish members would have 
ample op(iortunity to discuss the arrests in 
future. This reply annoyed Parnell, who rose 
and denounced the conduct of the Ministry, 
in continuing to hold in prison men who were 
the true authors of tbe land bill, while at the 
same time they admitted the justice of the 
claims put forth in behalf of the tenant farm­ 
ers and the absolute necessity of reform. 
This conduct, Mr. Parnell declared, proved 
the Ministry and the Parliament to be tyrants 
and oppressors. Mr. Gladstone and Sir Staf­ 
ford Northcote rose simultaneously to call the 
Speaker’s attention to this language, but Mr. 
Parnell went on vehemently, paying no at­ 
tention to the Speaker. He declared that he 
cared nothing for the Horse of Commens. 
Mr. Gladstone moved his suspension, bnt be­ 
fore the question could be put Mr. Parnell 
said he would not wait to see the farce played 
out, and then withdrew before his formal 
suspension, which followed immediately af­ 
terward by an overwhelming majority. 


PACIFIC COAST. 
G rain Field Fire. 
Lompoc, August 2d.—A fire occurred Sun­ 
day night on tbe Pursima ranch. Between 
300 and 400 acres were burnt over, mostly 
volunteer grain. By heavy fighting the fire 
was subdued, and thousands of acres of gram 
saved from destruction. 
The Ml. T am alpals Fire. 
San R a fa el, August 2d.—The fire still 
rages on Mt. Tamalpais, and in the neighbor­ 
ing gulches, although every available man 
that can be found has been pressed into serv­ 
ice to subdue it. 
At times it seemed that 
the fury of the flames was overcome, when 
the wind would raise and they would break 
out afresh with 
such 
force as to 
carry everything before them. 
The 
private deer park of A. E. Kent, 
near the loot of the mountain, was in 
imminent danger, but through the exertions 
of a delfgation of San Rafael firemen it was 
saved. A report came in to-day that the fire 
was spreading in the direction of the water 
company’s reservoir at La Juntas, which 
caused considerable excitement here, as 
it is from this place that the town of 
San Rafael obtains her Bupply of water. 
If the fire should get into the timber and 
chaparral thereabouts, it would be liable to 
warp the pipe, which would cut off the sup­ 


ply for some time. The view after dark from 
the top of the hill betwten San Rafael and 
R s.s Landing is grand beyond description, 
and is a sight never to be fcrgotien. It looks 
like the burning ruins of a Surge city.

The mines are iu operation both night and 
day, and powerful electric lights are used 
during tho night. Electricity is generated 
by a machino which is operated by water 
pjvzer. 
Considerable excitement haejbeeu occa­ 
sioned by the discovery of rich gold-bear­ 
ing gravel deposits along the banks of 
Keyeer gulch, Fresno county. Several 
gentlemen well known iu San Jose are 
“ implicated” in this discovery, but they 
aro at present mum about the exact local­ 
ity. The bed of the creek, so wc arc in­ 
formed, was mined years ago, and proved 
to be very rich, but the banks above were 
never prospected to any extent. The 
gravel in the new deposit is of a bluish 
cast, and no doubt iudicates the channel 
of an ancient river.—[San Jose Times. 
The Mariposa Gazette of the 30th instant 
says information liad just been received 
from Yosemite valley that a very rich silver 
mine has been discovered in Alono coun­ 
ty, near Mount Huffmari, which, is about 
thirty miles to the eastward of Lake Te- 
noya. The informant stated that the sil­ 
ver is contained in pebbles, varying in size 
from a pea to a hen’s egg and larger. The 
pebbles are red in color on the outside and 
blue on the inside, and are imbedded 
in a dry substance, which, when wet, 
becomes a very compact clay. 
These 
pebbles assay 8500 to the ten. 
The 
extent of the belt as far as discovered is 
four miles. On the news of the discovery 
being made known about five hundred 
people from the surrounding couDtry, but 
mostly from Tioga District, flocked 
to the mines and located claims. Besides 
those, ninety to a hundred people passed 
through the Yosemite valley for the same 
place.

MORE UNIVERSITY REFORM. 
The University Regents have been at 
work again in the field of reform. This 
time the faction represented by Dr. Steb- 
liins proposed to eliminate the Professor of 
Greek, in the name of economj-, and to 
give the work to the Professor of Latin, 
who, it is said, declares himself incompe­ 
tent to perform it. This time, however, 
there was a stronger opposition than be­ 
fore to the Stebbins programme, and it 
was defeated after a prolonged debate in 
secret session. The peculiar policy of the 
lísgents, which ia to leave the public to 
form its own ideas of what is intended, 
and never to vouchsafe any information, 
will of necessity lead to the adoption of a 
general belief that this raid upon the Greek 
Professor is of a piece with the preced­ 
ing follies of the Board. It may not be 
so, but this is how it appears at pres­ 
ent. 
The practical effect of the at­ 
tempt to vacate the Greek Professorship 
is to create an impression that the 
University Faculty is being pulled to 
pieces gradually, with the ultimate pur­ 
pose of destroying the usefulness of the 
institution. Had the Board proposed to 
reorganize the curriculum, to devote more 
attention and time to the physical 
sciences, perhaps to divert a portion of the 
funds hitherto expended upon instruction 
in the classics to the better development 
of the now branches of education, there 
would have appeared some reason and 
melliod in the proposition. In that case 
no doubt the two schools—the classical 
and physical science schools—would have 
locked horns, and thore would have been 
a battle royal. But at least there would 
then have been a defensible position for 
the Stebbins factioD, and it would not 
have been possible to suspect that faction 
of sinister designs upon the useful­ 
ness of the University. 
The effect 
of these repeated attacks upon 
the 
Faculty must, of course, be extremely 
prejudicial to the institution. 
It is 
made apparent that the Regents can­ 
not agree among themselves as to the 
policy to be pursued. They have already 
in several instances mado serious charges 
of obstrcctiveness, perversity and nar­ 
rowness, against one another. And though 
it is claimed for the Stebbins faction that 
it is really progressive, and that it is en­ 
deavoring to put the University into a 
better condition, it is remarkable, to say 
the least, that all the actions of these 
Regents are open to the most unfortunate 
interpretations ; which interpretations 
they apparently do not think it worth 
while to correct in any way. Meantime 
it is the University that suffers frcin all 
this wrangling and discord. 


THE PRESIDENT. 
Tiio doctors have at last succeeded—or 
think they have--in discovering the pre­ 
cise whereabouts of the ball in the Presi­ 
dent’s body, but having with infinite 
pains satisfied themselves on this head, 
they appear in no way desirous of going 
any farther. They say the ball is just 
where they thought it was, which coinci­ 
dence may be satisfactory to themselves, 
but has little or no significance for 
the public. It might be thought that if it 
was worth while to take all this trouble to 
find out where the ball is, it would be 
worth while to try and extract the ball. 
But they appear to be afraid to venture 
upon this, although all the "physicians are 
agreed that if it were removed the Presi­ 
dent’s chances of recovery wonld be greatly 
increased. It is to be hoped that the 
doctors arc not allowing themselves to lie 
cowed by the retlection that their patient 
is the President. He ought at least to 
have all the chances that would be given 
to a private citizen under similar circum­ 
stances. 
TEE CZAR. 


Before any successful scheme of crim­ 
inal reform can be devised it is necessary 
to understand clearly how criminals are 
made. There are, of course, many law­ 
breakers who cannot rightly be classified 
a3 habitual criminals. * With them we are 
not dealing, but with the well-recognized 
class of chronic outcasts and law-defiers 
who are called habitual criminals. Theo­ 
rists who sit in their studies and evolve 
moral systems from set rules and principles 
have thought it practicable to take all 
criminals, run them through some kind of 
reforming machine, and turn them out re­ 
generated membdN of society. But in 
truth any breeder of horses or farm stock 
could teach them better than this. The 
breeder knows from experience that he can­ 
not get fine stock from scrub sires and dams. 
He knows that no amount of training will 
compensate for the absence of inherited 
qualities. And therefore he directs his at­ 
tention to the elevation and improvement 
of his animals by careful breeding. IN ow 
it is very certain that the question of 
heredity plays quite as important a part in 
the human family as in the equine ut 
bovine. Tendencies are passed down from 
generation to - generation, and there are 
hundreds of thousands of children con­ 
stantly born into the world so handicapped 
by these inherited tendencies that only a 
life-long battle against their natural prede- 
lictions can preserve them from crime. 
It is well known how subtly the seeds 
of insanity are transferred in families, and 
how this taint often seems to vanish in one 
generation only to reappear in the next 
with new venom. The criminal disposi­ 
tions are not less subtly implanted in the 
human embryo, and _thcy are fostered and 
nourished by the environment in most cases. 
The slums of our great cities are crimi­ 
nal hot-houses. They engender and culti­ 
vate vicious habits. It is very hard even 
for such as have inherited sound tempera­ 
ments to retain their virtue in the midst 
of grinding poverty, and squalor, anu filth, 
and tenement-house surroundings. How- 
much harder Í3 it for those who inherit 
criminal aptitudes, and who find it much 
easier to go wroDg than right ? Theorists 
do not consider the enormous influence of 
the personal equation in questions of crim­ 
inal reform. The truth is that the ele­ 
ment to which we refer—the product of 
city life in its lowest form—is far more in 
tractable than the mere savage. For our 
slum-bred criminals possess intelligence 
without moral stamina; an intelligence 
often wonderfully keen, but utterly lack­ 
ing in balance. They do not recognize 
the prevailing doctrines of right and wrong. 
They have a code of their own : a preda­ 
ceous and licentious code. Being gov­ 
erned by their own peculiar conventions, 
they possess standards to which those 
who seek to reform them cannot ap­ 
peal. They are in fact at once the legiti­ 
mate outcome and the despair of a defec­ 
tive civilization, which is nowhere so 
faulty as in its huge conceit of its own 
perfections. 
Among these habitual criminals the 
process of development has been going on 
for generations. Statistics have been ob­ 
tained showing how certain families have, 
in Mew York and London, been breeding 
criminals for as much as a hundred years. 
From one such vicious stem hundreds 
of men and women have proceeded ; and 
the men have been thieves, and the women 
harlots. One Eueh fact as this serves to 
throw down all the superficial theories of 
prison reformation. It is the case of the 
scrub stock over again. How are the 
hereditary representatives of a long line of 
criminal ancestry, every drop of whose 
blood, every convolution in whose brains, ia 
tainted with the 
family tendencies, 
to be reformed by machinery ? The in­ 
herited aptitudes are vastly stronger than 
the influence of the chaplain or the prison 
governor. They are so strong as to set at 
naught all the experimcuts which may be 
tried. They are so overwhelming as to 
justify the suggestion which w;.s made 
some time ago by one who had studied 
these phenomena, that the State ought to 
considerthe practicability of putting an end 
to tliis transmission of criminal tendencies, 
by preventing the victims of such a curse 
from procreating their species further. 
We do not wish to be understood as 
saying that the reform of criminals is im­ 
possible, but that the reform of this class 
of criminals is difficult in the extreme ; so 
difficult that it may safely lie said it has 
uever yet been accomplished. Mor is there 
any reason to believe that the problem will 
become easier hereafter. Like causes will 
produce like effects. So long as we main­ 
tain the conditions most favorable to the 
production of hereditary criminals, the 
stock will endure. Our reform, to lie ef­ 
fective, must be applied at the beginning, 
instead of the end, of the process of devel­ 
opment. We must rectify the conditions, 
and then the results will be better. We 
must do away with the foul slums, with 
the grinding poverty, with tbs squalor and 
filth, with the sordid pinching cares, with 
the swarming incentives to lust aud 
crime which our rum-shops furnish ; and 
then we may fairly expect that tho pro­ 
duction of hereditary criminals will dimin­ 
ish. But when we say this we imply that 
what is really called for is not so much 
criminal reform as social reform ; that 
in truth the root of the evil lies in Society 
itself, and that before it can hope for auy 
considerable reformation in its crimiual 
classes it must purge its own domicile and 
purify its own practices. If this is impos­ 
sible ; if the cult of the Almighty Dollar 
is too firmly established to bo overthrown ; 
if the old barbarous struggle for exist 
ence indeed necessitates the trampling 
down of the weak and the abandonment of 
the wounded, then is the prospect dis­ 
couraging in the extreme. But those who 
do not believe in this pessimist view, and 
who arc full of faith in the perfectibility 
of human nature, must nevertheless realize 
that criminal reform» can never succeed 
unless it is begun outside the prison cells, 
and is directed to the prevention of crime, 
rather than to tho inculcation of remorse 
for its commission. 


The Czar made a recent trip to Moscow, 
uttered a nervons little speech in which 
he expressed a confidence which of course 
he did not feel, in his people, and was out 
of his prison just long enough to receive 
the information of a fresh conspiracy against 
bis life, the discovery of which instantly 
set him packing again to his fortress. How 
long this peculiar kind of life can be kept 
up remains to be seen, but so far the Czar 
has only been tempted out of his case- 
mated retreat by the necessity of se­ 
curing the succession in the event of his 
sadden death, and ceremonies of this kind 
are not calculated to raise the spirits. L’n- 
less the Nihilists relent, which seems 
highly improbable, toe Czar’s future must 
be a gloomy one, even iii his people do not 
indulge is a revolution. 


MR. CROWE’S CONFESSIONS. 
As we predicted, tbe Feoria manufac­ 
turer of infernal machines has been arrest­ 
ed, and will doubtless have an early oppor­ 
tunity of informing himself as to the 
provisions of the law in regard to his late 
occupation. Judging from his extremely 
frank and candid statements he appears to 
have believed that there was nothing in 
the Constitution or the laws to hinder him 
from engaging in this pursuit, and w hat is 
more significant, he eeeins to represent a 
considerable number of associates, who are 
all laboring under the same delusion. If 
what this man says is true, indeed, the 
case is a far more serious one than has hith­ 
erto been snpposed, for lie intimates that 
infernal machines have been and are being 
made in several parts of tbe country, and 
be even goes so far as to say that all the 
attempts made thus far to blow up English 
public buildings, etc., had their origin in 
the United States. Of course it will be 
necr - ry for the Government to instituto 


a rigid inquiry into the whole subject, for 
while there may be a great deal of exagger­ 
ation in the stories told by Crowe, there is 
no longer any doubt that the infernal ma­ 
chines dispatched to London recent­ 
ly, were sent with 
deadly intent, 
and that the sending of such things 
constitutes a serious breach of the 
laws. The most curious part of this 
episode at present is the remarkable con­ 
trast between the sanguinary preparations 
of the alleged “ skirmishers,” and the 
results of their work. Unless tbe destruc­ 
tion of the Dotterel is to be classed among 
their doings, they have really accomplished 
practically nothing, with all their im- 
mnnity from supervision and interference. 
It is possible, in the light of the recent 
discoveries, that the destruction of the 
Dotterel may have been caused by an in­ 
fernal machine ; but if this could be proved 
it certainly would not help the perpetra­ 
tors of so wanton and infamous a crime in 
the estimation of the world. In fact it is 
very difficult to comprehend how men who 
are not absolute lunatics can hope to obtain 
political results by resort to such methods. 
Even if they were able to carry out all 
their plans they would only put themselves 
further off than ever from the object of 
their desires. The world will not Eustain 
Eiich practices under any pretext whatever, 
and the only effect of persistent recourse to 
them must be to alienate all sympathy 
from the misguided men who are so obstin­ 
ately blind to their own interests, and so 
singularly oblivious of the bent of civilized 
public opinion upon cognate subjects. 


COLLECTOR 
ROBERTSON’S 
PLATFORM. 
The little speech made by Collector Rob­ 
ertson upon taking office may mean any­ 
thing or nothing. It is not in set terms a 
promise to apply Civil Service rules, and 
yet it is certainly not a declaration of 
friendship to the “ machine.” If Mr. Rob­ 
ertson carries out his alleged intention of 
conducting the New York Custom House 
upon “ business principles,” he will find it 
necessary to adopt the Civil Service rules. 
It may be said in defense of the vagueness 
of his speech that grand promises at such a 
juncture are very apt to mean nothing, 
and that a Collector who refuses to com­ 
mit himself until he has mastered his posi­ 
tion, is more likely to adopt reform methods 
than a man of a more promising kind. But 
Collector Robertson does not nee’d to be­ 
come better acquainted with the Custom 
House to know that it is a business place, 
and that it cannot possibly be governed 
right unless it is governed upon business 
principles. He must, however, be judged 
by his deeds, and it is sufficient to point 
out now that no official has ever had a 
better opportunity of achieving a great 
reputation than he has to-day.

The Trustees of the Nevada State Fair 
have decided to admit the Truckee people 
to all privileges enjoyed by home residents 
or the citizens of Sierra, Lassen, Plumas 
and Modoc counties, California, and Grant 
and Lake counties, Oregon. 
While some parties were prospecting for 
coal in the Santiago CanyoD, says a Los 
Angeles paper, they struck a flow of 
artesian water w hich they propose to utilize 
for irrigation purposes. 
Santiago Canyon 
is located just over the low range of moun­ 
tains beyond Teniescal valley. 
The grasshoppers are reported to be do­ 
ing great damage again in Sierra valley. 
In some places they have followed the 
reapers and eaten the grain after it was 
cut. Many of the farmers, however, have 
managed to Bave a good crop of hay, and 
the season promises to be an improvement 
on the past two or three. 
A great many of the Eureka (Nev.) boys 
who went to Wood river are thinking of 
returaing before the winter sets in. All 
accounts agree that the Wood river region 
has fine mineral resources, but the major­ 
ity of those who went with the rush seem 
to think that the opportunities for making 
money will be better a year or two hence. 
The Sunday-closing movement progresses 
slowly. Sqme of our business men have 
signed, while others have not yet decided 
whether they will or not. The fashion of 
doing business on Sunday is one of the few 
remaining relics of the semi-civilized days 
of the Argonauts, and business men may 
easily change the stylo by a united effort 
in that direction.—[Scott Valley Mews. 
The Scott Valley New# says: The 
slaughter of deer for their hides has been 
going on extensively in some parts of the 
county notwithstanding the prohibition of 
the Code. At tbe Big Lick in the canyon 
of the Scott river Tyee Jim has killed 500 
pounds of hides within the past two 
months. The meat was given to Chinamen, 
who dried most of it and Dacked it into 
Seott Bar for future use. Tyee Jim is not 
a wooden-headed Indian, and some one in 
authority ought to hint to him to let up. 
Says the Anaheim Gazettr: A very 
efficient remedy for the scale bug was dis­ 
covered accidentally a few days ago by a 
gentleman living near Anaheim. He had 
a fine bearing orange tree which was cov­ 
ered with scale, lie happened to pass the 
tree while carrying a bucketful of brine, 
and the happy thought struck him to dash 
the brine into the foliage of the tree. The 
result was that in a few days not a scale 
bug could be seen on the tree ; and in point 
of fact neither could a leaf be seen. The 
tree was dead. 
In the visit of Matthew Cooke, of Sacra­ 
mento, Chief Executive Horticultural offi­ 
cer of tliis State, we struck a perfect bo­ 
nanza of information concerning the various 
bugs which make life a burden to the 
average fruit-grower. Mr. Cooke is mak­ 
ing a tour of the southern counties, and 
investigating the insects which destroy 
fruit. His opinion of Santa Barbara, as a 
fruit-producing district, is very favorable. 
He says, in fact, that this county possesses 
remarkable natural advantages, but that 
fruit-growers need awakening on the sub­ 
ject of dealing with insect pests.—[Santa 
Barbara Independent.

As Mr. Gibbs had received several anony­ 
mous letters through J. J. Hanks, that in­ 
dividual wag invited to give his evidence, 
The letters were evidently written by some 
ou0 employed at the prison, and contained a 
Eet of questions which the Commission was 
advised to ask Warden Ames and others. 
Many of the questions were meaningless, 
others vague and others were simply ridicu­ 
lous.Hanks, who has been engaged as a private 
detective upon this prison investigaron, 
when called, was questioned by Mr. Gibb3. 
Question—Mr. llar.ks, whs employed you 
on this duty ? 
Answer—I decline to say. They were par­ 
ties in power.

3. F or the convenient and orderly transac­ 
tion of business this Court, when not sitting 
in bank, will sit in departments, to be desig­ 
nated "D ep artm en t No. 1” aud "D e p a rt­ 
ment No. 2.” 
. 
. . 
4. D epartm ent Num ber Une will sit^ in the 
W est Court-room. and D epartm ent Number 
Two in the E ast Court room. The Court will 
sit iu bank iu the East Court-room. 
5. The Judge of either Departm ent will 
preside in the other D epartm ent upon request 
of th e Judge thereof, or in case of his ab­ 
sence or inability to act. 
. 
6. All cases on appeal from inferior Courts 
to the Superior Court, all probate a n i all 
crituiral 
proceedings (excepting cases of 
homicide), all proceedings in insolvency, a.l 
actions of forcible entry and detainer, and 
all special proceedings not otherwise pro­ 
vided for, are assigned to D epartm ent N um ­ 
ber One. 
All other cases are assigned to D e­ 
partm ent Number Two. 
For sufficient cause 
shown any case or proceeding may be trans­ 
ferred from one D epartm ent to ^the ether, 
7. All documents and pleadings intended 
for the files of this Court shall he ou paper 
known as “ legal cap," of good quality, and 
without erasures or interlineations, ^nless 
noted thereon by the Clerk at the time of 
filing. 
No original pleading nor paper shall 
be amended by making erasures or inter­ 
lineations thereon, nor by attaching slips 
thereto, except by leave of Court. 
S. The Cleik shall keep two calendars for 
the use of the C o u rt: 
One to be called 
“ The Law Calendar ” and the other “ The 
Trial Calendar.” 
9. The law calendar shall be made up on 
Saturday of each week by the Clerk, and 
shall consist of such m atters as he may be 
directed on or before 5 o’clock p. M. on F riday, 
by any party to a proceeding, to place there­ 
on. 
Such direction shall be in writing, and 
shall contain the number and title of the 
cause, the names of the attorneys, the nature 
of the motion or proceeding, and the De­ 
partm ent to which the case belongs. 
10. In the following cases, placing the same 
on the law calendar shall be sufficient notice 
to the opposite party :

11. In case any motion, other than an ex 
parte one, or one specified in Rule X ., is to 
be made, a notice shall be served upon the 
opposite party or his attorney, specifying the 
relief or crder asked, the papers or records 
on which the same shall be grounded; and, 
if the motion be for irregularity, specifying 
the irregularity complained of ; if to amend 
complaint or answer, then containing the 
proposed amendment or amendments, and 
referring intelligibly to the place or places i f 
their insertion ; if to strike ont the whole or 
any part of the complaint or answer, designa­ 
ting particularly the portion against which 
the motion will be directed. 
A motion to 
strike out any portion of a complaint must 
be made before answering or demurring, ard 
notice of the motion be made and filed within 
the tim e required to answer ; and when such 
motion to strike out has been noticed iu anj­ 
ease, the lime to answer or demur in sue i 
case shall be thereby extended until ten days 
after the determination of such motion, un­ 
less said tiuie shall be shortened by the Court. 
A motion to strike out any part of au answer 
m ast be made before the plaintiff puiB the 
case on the trial calendar ; but the pendency 
of a motion to strike from the answer shall 
not prevent the setting of the cau^e for trial, 
but the motion shall be determined before 
trial. 
12. Oa ths first Monday in each m onth the 
tri il calendar wiil be called and cases thereon 
set for trial. 
Such calendar shall consist of 
such cases at issue of fact as the Clerk shall 
be notified by the attorney of either party to 
place thereon. 
Such notice shall be in w rit­ 
ing, shall contain tli 3 number and title of the 
cause, the names of the attorneys, and the 
D epartm ent to which the case is assigned by 
these rules, and shall be delivered to the 
Clerk before 5 o’clock P. M on Friday preced­ 
ing the calendar day. 
The Clerk ia making 
up the calendar shall place ih e cases thereon 
as follows ; F irst—All cases to be tried ia 
D epartm ent No. One iu the order in which 
notificati ras are received ; and second, all 
cases to be tried in D epartm ent No. Two iu 
the same order. 
13. There shall be kept by the Clerk three

26 Before the Clerk shall issue a w rit of 
attachm ent in any case he Bhall iequire of 
the plaintiff and fils an undertaking executed 
in due form in a sum equal to one-half the 
amoui t sued for; provided, th at such under­ 
taking shall in aocase be less than $300, and 
th at if the sum sued for be for more than 


810,000, the amount of the undertaking shall 
not be more than $5.000. 
27. W henever an indictment or informa­ 
tion shall be filed in this Court, it shall be the 
duty of the D istrict Attorney, if the defend­ 
ant be in custody or ou bail, to place the case 
upon the law calendar of the next succeeding 
law day for the purpose of arraignment. 
28. A n appeal to this Court from an order 
made by the Board of Supervisors of this 
county approving a petition for forming » 
Reclamation or Swamp Land District, or in 
any manner creating a district, or setting off 
lands from a district, or consolidating dis­ 
tricts, may be taken by tiling a notice of ap­ 
peal with the Clerk of the Board of Supervi­ 
sors, or in the office of said Board, aud, within 
three days thereafter, serving a copy on the 
adverse party- or parties, or his or their a t­ 
torney of record iu the proceedings. 
The 
person or poisons upon whose petition the 
order appealed from was made shall be 
deemed the adverse party or parties. 
Said 
notice shall refer in general terui3 to the or­ 
der appealed from, and name the Court to 
which the appeal is taken, and shall be signed 
by the person or persons appealing, or his or 
their attorney. 
The notice insy be served in 
the manner prescribed in Sections 1010 to 
1017, inclusive, of tlie.Code of Civil Proced­ 
ure. 
The .party or parties appealing shall 
also file with the Board of Supervisors an 
undertaking ia the sum of $100 for the pay­ 
ment of costs on appeal. 
H e or they shall 
also file with said Board of Supervisors an 
affidavit showing the interest claimed to be 
effected by the order appealed from. W ithin 
ton -days after filing the notice of appeal, the 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors shall file 
with the Clerk of this Court the uotics of 
appeal, undertaking, an affidavit filed as afore­ 
said, the original petition on which the order 
was based, all papers filed during the course 
of the proceedings and a certified copy of the 
record of the proceedings before the Board of 
Supervisors. 
The undertaking mentioned in 
Rule 1 shall be made payable to the people of 
the State of California, and may be enforced 
by any person injured by the appeal. 
29. No more thar. one counsel on a side will 
be heard in the argument of motions and de­ 
murrers upon law days, except in peculiar 
and im portant cases; but each defendant 
who has appeared separately may be heard 
through his own counsel. 
The counsel for 
each party shall be allowed in the argument 
of a motion or demurrer upon law days fifteen 
minutes, unless an extension of time be ob­ 
tained before the argument is commenced.

COAST 
AND 
GHODETIC 
SURVEY. 


California seems to be in a fair way to 
enjoy the distinction cf having all classes of 
destructive insect pest?, as well as “ the best 
clim ate and most prolific yields of nature’s 
fairest fruits and favors.” D. R. Brownell, 
of Lassen county, recently discovered and 
captured a new specimen of bugs, which, 
having evidently too great attachm ent for 
potato vines, aroused his suspicion, and it 
was sent to M atthew Cooke, chief executive 
horticultural officer in this city, for informa­ 
tion about it. 
Mr. Cocke made an examina­ 
tion of the Dew comer, and sent the following 
report to Mr. B row nell: 
"T h e specimens cf beetle you send are evi­ 
dently a specie of the blister beetle, named 
L ytta M inina, and are reported from the 
E ast as destructive to potatoes. 
Several 
remedies have been tried, and only partially 
successful—especially when the insect is in the 
perfect state, as were those you sent. 
Wbc-n 
in the larvm state slackened lime is used, by 
sifting on the lines, but London purple is 
inore effectively used, by sifting on the vines. 
Others lay or place bunches of straw among 
the vines, into which the beetles gather to 
re s t; these they gatherand burn, and destroy 
them in th at way. 
In some parts of New 
Jersey they favor the lime process, and in 
o'her places the London purple, but all agree 
that when 
the beetles m ature the only 
remedy is band-picking, cr gathering the 
straw and burning. 
Some recommend the 
digging up of the crop to totally destroy 
the beetles and eggs. 
Various plans have 
been recommended for using Paris green. 
From twelve to sixteen ounces mixed in 
water and applied by a sprinkling can or 
force pump, for one acre of potato vines— 
cost, five cents per pound. 
A device pat­ 
ented by .T. W. Y ourg, of Southfield, Michi 
gan, consists of two tin vessels, carried on 
the shoulders by a neck-yoke, with a handle 
on each, so th at a man can dust two rows at 
once. 
The London purple is mixed with 
flonr, or some diy substance, and then spread 
over the vines; hut this only poisons the 
worm or larvie of the beetle. 
I think the 
only thing th at will be effective for the de­ 
struction of the beetle is the straw gathering 
and burning. 
I have commenced a book for 
publication abont September. 
W ill you be­ 
so kind as to give me a full description of the 
damage done, aud how they operate; on 
what part of the vine; when they first ap­ 
pear ; when the eggs are laid ; on what part 
of the vine ; how long they take to hatch and 
mature. 
Collect all reliable information you 
can, and I will have it published as a warn­ 
ing to persons in other sections of the coun­ 
try .”

Professor Davidson's P ariy —Longest Base 
Line in th e World. 


A camp of Professor Davidson’s U nited 
States Coast and Geodetic Surveying party 
has been located near Plainfield, in Yolo 
county, about eight miles northwest of Davis- 
vilie, for the purpose of measuring a base 
liue to be used in connection w ith the main 
triangulatiou acrcss 
the continent. 
The 
south end of the line is located on the banks 
of Putah creek, four miles east of Davisville, 
and the nffrth end near Cache creek, about 
four rui!e3 east of Woodland. 
The length of 
the line is abont 111 miles, and is the longest 
base line in the world. 
M r. Oolonna, of the 
U nited States Survey, has been employed 
during the past six months in grading and 
preparing for this work. 
The ground along 
the line has been plowed, harrowed and 
rolled, and the gullies have been bridged. 
The base apparatus has been in course of 
construction between two aud three years, 
under supervision of Charles A. £>cfcott, of 
the Coast Survey office at W ashington. 
I t 
is made of zinc aud steel bars, aud so placed, 
having iu view contraction and expansion, 
th at the two eDds remains at precisely a dis­ 
tance of five meters apart, or having an un­ 
varying length of about 1CJ feet. 
Three of 
these bars have been made and will be used. 
To protect them, during measurements, from 
the extreme heat of the sun, a mammoth 
portable screen has just been constructed by 
H arry Bernard, of this city, in accordance 
with drawings and plans made by J . J . Gil­ 
bert, of the survey. 
I t is arranged to be 
drawn upon four wheels, which run upon 
steel spi. nle3 attached to the sides of ths 
frame. 
The screen has a rectangular hire 
fifty fe°t long and eleven 
feet 
wide, 
writli a light bent framework nine feet iu 
higbt, extending i ver the area and covered 
w ith canvas. 
I t required 150 yards of duck 
40 inches wide to form the cover. 
The screen 
is made of this siz?, so th at a measurement of 
three lengths of the base ba>s can be taken 
without its being moved along. 
I t is light 
for so large a concern, aud will be drawn dur­ 
ing measurements by the men connected with 
the survey party. 
I t is probably the largest 
vehicle rver placed upon wheels. 
I t was 
completed a esterday and accepted by the offi­ 
cers as a uerfect piece of work in every re­ 
ject r.nd highly satisfactory. 
Last rig h t it 
was taken into parts for shipment, and will 
be sent to Davisville by railroad this loom ­ 
ing, as it is all put together with bolts, so 
that it can be taken down and conveyed in 
small compass. 
Profe a r Davidson will reach camp during 
the present week, comiDg from Man Francis­ 
co, and the work of measurement will be com­ 
menced as soon as the necessary preparations 
are completed. 
I t is expected th at the work 
in. har.il will occupy frcrn two to three 
months.

Flynn at the corner of Eighth and Howard 
streets. 
The city and county has brought suit against 
E. J . Baldwin to recover $3,990 municipal 
and State taxes on mining stock for the fiscal 
years 1879 80. 
J. H. Keesing and Charles Cuneo were 
arrested by officer Hooper and special Hun­ 
ter, charged with violating the fish law, in 
selling salmon out of season. 
The number of arrests made during the 
past month by the police was 1,998 ; indigent 
persons to the number of 62 being during the 
same period provided with lodgings. 
Public Administrator Reynolds’ annual re­ 
port just filed shows that he has administered 
upon thirty-three estates during the past 
year, and that four estates have been distrib­ 
uted, but not closed.

F, E. Steinman, tho Bailiff of the Railroad 
Commissioners, has been arrested on a charge 
of being drunk, and upon another of having 
unlawfully carried a firearm. 
When ar­ 
rested he had a revolver full cocked up his 
sleeve. 
On the 20:h of last month, Feliciana Mola 
was struck on the head, from the effects of 
which she died last Saturday. 
The Coroner’s 
jury found the blow was inflicted by John 
Mil'er, alias Mahler, and charged him with 
manslaughter. 
In the ease of Charles Dillon, charged with 
crraduc ting a dancing school without a license, 
Judge Rix sustained the demurrer to the con­ 
stitutionality of the ordinance under which 
the prosecution was brought, and dismissed 
the complaint. 
The Railroad Commiisioners met at half­ 
past 10 o’clock yesterday morning.

$5,000; Taylor i Little, $4.500. 
He was in­ 
debted to the Oakland Bank of Savings for 
$32,713 12, but last week he discharged this 
debt by conveying to the bank a lot on 
Broadway at the oorner of First street, and 
a lot on Telegraph avenue at the corner of 
Hobart street. 
His liabilities are placed at 
about $60,000, and his failure is attributed to 
paying interest on $17,500, the price of the 
interest of his former partner in the planing 
mills, O. V. Terry, and to the dullness of the 
building trade.
